World-Famous Buddhist Tem-

Conflagration 


SOLDIERS CALLED OUT 


TO AID THE FIREMEN 


Many Have Been Killed and 


•Injured While Flames 


Still Rage 


OSAKA, Japan, July 31—A fire, which 


threatens to destroy this »?Uy, started at 


4 o'clock this morning and in spite of the 


most eneigetlc rffortq to check it, is still 


burning. 
The firemen, who ha*ve been 


fighting all day, are completely exhausted 


and troops have been called out to as- 


sist in the fire-fighting and to preserve 


order In the city. 


Everything Is dry on account of the 


drought that has been prevailing for the 
last two weeks and the water supply is 
falling. 
The life is being fanned by a 


strong breeze mid thousands of buildings. 
Including the world-famous Buddhist tem- 
ples, have already been destroyed by the 
conflagration. The exact amount of dam- 
age done by the flames cannot be esti- 
mated at the present time, but the total 
loss will be large. A number have been 
killed and seriously injured by the fire. 


At 9:30 tonight the fire had consumed 


one-fifth of the town. 
The flames are 


apparently uncontrollable In the howling 
galo which prevails. 


Osaka is one of tlie three "Imperial 


cities" of Japan and as one of the most 
Impoitant manufacturing and commercial 
cities of tne empire 't'shelters almost 
throe-quarters of it million people. 
The

BERJCELEY, July 31.—Thomas P. Ben- 


son, a foreman of const ruction for the 
Contra Costa Construction Company, w.is 
drowned shortly before noon Jn the bay at 
the foot of Came]la strec-t. Benson and 
J. C. Jessen -were working on some piling 
which gave way, precipitating1 both men 
Into the water. The two fell together end 
Benson, in endeavoring 1o save himself, 
being- a poor swimmer, grabbed his com- 
panion. Jesson was dragged under the 
water twice by the death throes of 3il9 


wning friend, before he could extri- 
cate himself. 


Jessen then threw a plank 
towards 


Benson, who had risen for the third time, 
but the latter was too weak to take hold, 
and sank out of sight. 


The body was recovered ten minutes 


ater by L P. Soderman of 3002 Grav- 
son street. Dr. J. J. Bonton was hurriedly 
summoned, and worked over the body 
nearly half an hour but was unable to 
resuscitate Benson. 


Benson has a larpe burrm on Ms fore- 
iead, and was bleeding at the nose when 
pulled from the water, and it is believed 
lie was stunned as he fell into It, 


Benson w&s a single man, 3" years 


of age, and lived at 701 Jones strwt He 
was a member of San Francisco • Car- 
penter's Union, Tvociil No. 10S2.

teriology Department Re- 
views Present Conditions 


DISEASE IS SPREAD 
- BY CARELESS HANDLING 
• 


Exercise of Cleanliness Would 


Not Be Discouraged, He 


Declares 


BERKELEY,^ July 31.—Dr. Archibald 


Ward of the bacteriology department of 
the university has Issued a bulletin on 
the pasteurisation 
of milk, -whjch 
is 


designed to enlighten people how to have 
the germless lacteal fluid If they would. 
The bulletin is entitled "Pure Milk and 
Public Health" and is of Interest be- 
cause */of the general agitation about the 
bay for a better quality of milk. Among 
other things Dr. Ward eays: 
"The subject of the pasteurisation of 


milk assumes great Importance in con- 
nection with the transmission of epi- 
demic diseases of man. There has been 
collected 
a formidable list of instances 


in 
which 
mild milk 
has transmitted 


scarlet, diphtheria and typhoid fevers. 
The work in Washington shows that 10 
per cent of the typhoid fever ca««s are 
plainly attributable 
to milk. In that 


city of 
the 
dairymen delivering over 


100,000 gallons of milk during the sum- 
mer months, the one having the lowest 
typhoid fever rates among his custom- 
ers has a thoroughly up to date system 
of sterilizing bottles and of pastnurlzlng 
milk by a holding device tj-pe of ma- 
chine. 
Dairy Inspection 


"The system of dairy inspection of the 


district 
of Columbia is not preventing 


milk horn typhoid fever, 
AH that can 


be done Is to detect outbreaks as early 
as possible, correct the conditions at the 
dairy and count 
the cases of typhoid 


fever as they continue >to , appear.

not 
said 
in disparagement of the 


health department of the district gov- 
ernment, for it is under able, conscien- 
tious management. 


"The facts brought to light In Wash- 


ington regarding 
typhoid 
fever alone 


indicate 
the 
necessity for pasteuriza- 


tion. 
And if 
subsequent 
work else- 


where brings to light similar conditions 
as regards this and 
other 
milk born 
diseases, the evidence for the necessity 
of pasteurization will ^be overwhelming.. 


"Certain it is thttt'^jbasteurization offers 


the only effective rriellsure that may be 
immediately put ,1% force 
against 
tTie 


danger from bdvine tuberculosis 
That 


disease is so widely prevalent that the 
rigid 
application of measures against 


the sale of milk from ifibercular cows 
without 
the jaltarnlttiv* of pasteuriza- 


tion would cause U milk famine. 


"There have be«n opinions expressed 


to the effect that pasteurization would 
discourage the 
exercise 
of cjeanllness 


and care of milk by producers. This need 
be no worse than at present, if inspec- 
tion methods are thorough. As a matter 
of fact, pasteurization is not lessening 
the demands for care In producing milk. 
A number of instances could be pointed 
out of dairymen who pasteurise and keep 
the product up to a high standard by 
counting the bacteria in milk and by a 
private Inspection service."
